PLANNING COMMITTEE 


The major problem of planning a water system for the Town 
was halted during the past year because of the fact that Federal 
aid funds for this purpose were exhausted. The possibility of 
appropriating Town funds for this purpose will be discussed at 
Town meeting, at which time a more detailed report of the prob- 
lem will be submitted. The one thousand dollar appropriation 
of last Town meeting for purposes of planning has not been ex- 
pended. 

Upon request of the school directors the Planning Committee 
agreed to take on the planning aspects of Town educational 
problems. Consideration and study is being made of Town re- 
quirements, possibilities of consolidation with neighboring 
Towns, factors of location and State and Federal aid programs 
for planning and construction of such facilities. 

Consideration was given the suggestion that housing for high- 
way equipment be provided by construction of an addition on the 
firehouse, and an article was added to the Town meeting warning. 

A bank representative was called in to discuss the possibility of 
funding the Town debt for the purpose of establishing a long- 
range money saving financial plan for the Town. 

The Planning Committee has given serious consideration to 
other problems, endeavoring to assist the Selectmen and other 
organizations whenever possible. However, it should be remem- 
bered that this committee has no legal or official status, no author- 
ity to act on Town government affairs. It is a group of civic 
minded citizens who are willing to give time, study and recom- 
mendations for the coordination and improvement of affairs of 
the Town.

REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


To The Voters of the Town of Putney, Vermont: 


We hoped after last Town Meeting to be able to obtain Federal 
funds for a preliminary survey of a much needed water system 
for Putney, but those allocated to Vermont had been used. A 
short time ago several members of the planning committee called 
on Senator Aiken who assured them he would do everything © 
possible to further a bill for new funds and if it were passed, we 
would get our share. In the meantime Mr. Murray of Hayden, 
Harding & Buchanan has come again for more data. Mr. Ken- 
erson of the Boston firm of Burns & Kenerson spent an entire 
afternoon in Putney with the idea of an adequate and less expen- 
sive system. Both firms took copies of the detail map of Putney 
to help them with their plans. The $1,000 which was voted to 
continue the town survey has not been spent because of the delay 
in obtaining Federal funds. 

The work on the Westminster West and West Hill roads was 
started in September. It was much later than had been planned 
and Paul Carr with the other men worked twelve and fourteen 
hours a day. The one road measures 1.4 miles, the other 1.3 
miles. There was also a 800 ft. relocation of the road leading to 
the Experiment. Because of these long work days the three roads 
were completed just before the first heavy snow fall. During the 
summer months the bridges which were badly in need of repair 
were taken care of. One is entirely new, one has new railings and 
planking, two new railings and three new planking. 

The new equipment has been a great help this year. A shovel 
would further cut labor costs and provision should be made for 
housing the equipment. 

The planning committee has again been of great help to the 
town and the selectmen in working out many town problems.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS 


The School Board organized after March meeting with George 
Hamilton, chairman; Mrs. Lura H. Frost, clerk; and Mrs. 
Mabel Gray, third member. Although the Board has not met 
monthly, many consultations have been held to contend with 
situations which have arisen. | 

Early in the year Mr. Hamilton was appointed as one of a com- 
mittee to regulate the outside use of the movie projector. Black 
curtains have been purchased for movie use in Central School. 

In September Ralph V. Sprague, Sr. became janitor at Central 
School and arrangements were made to have the ashes removed 
by the town truck. 

The drought began to affect the Central School water supply. 
School was closed one day, Sept. 30, for lack of water. After 
consultation with the health officer and D. H. Patterson the 
Board purchased an electric pump, had a tank brought from 
Town Hall and installed in the basement. Then D. H. Smith 
drew water from W. H. Darrow’s and the supply was pumped 
into the attic. Much thanks is due Mr. Darrow for allowing 
water to be drawn from his property. By mid-November the 
spring had 8 feet of water in it, but tax payers should keep in 
mind that another such drought would find the Central School 
minus a water supply again. The School Board may find it 
necessary to have an artesian well dug unless steps are taken 
in the meantime to provide a village or town water system. 

After the heating system was started at Central School the 
janitor had serious trouble with the fuel which caused costly re- 
pairs to the heater. After several fuel experts had been con- 
sulted, it was definitely decided that fuel, not the heating system, 
was at fault. Thus lack of water and poor fuel supply have made 
much extra expense. A telephone was installed in Central 
School for safety and convenience. 

Washburn School was kept open again this year with Mrs. 
Ethel Carpenter doing excellent work. 

Mrs. Harlow, Miss Barnes, Miss Cole and Miss Follette de- 
serve much credit for carrying on under such adverse conditions 
as lack of water and irregular heat. Mrs. Anna Robertson con- 
tinued as music instructor and Mrs. Julie Rosegrant has served as 
substitute teacher when necessary. 

William Fuller has transported the East Putney children to 
Central in his usual satisfactory manner. As the number of 
children became less in early fall, Mrs. Gladys Stockwell discon- 
tinued her transportation from East Putney.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Putney’s number one school problem continues to be the lack 
of room at the Central School. In my report last year I pointed 
out why there should be extensive additions made to the present 
structure or a new building erected. 

The teachers are doing splendid work under very cramped 
conditions. With more room they could make their work more 
effective. The traditional rows and rows of desks occupying 
practically all of the floor space in each classroom do not permit 
much opportunity for participation in the group activities that 
are considered so important in training children for intelligent 
living. 

The schools of today are concerned with developing in each 
pupil the competence that will equip him to handle well his per- 
sonal problems, to lead a satisfying social life, to make a construc- 
tive contribution to the betterment of groups of which he is a 
part, and to an intelligent understanding of the national and in- 
ternational issues of the time. This modern theory of education 
requires the organization of schools for living as well as for learn- 
ing. A crowded room does not allow much opportunity for 
living. 

Some children are not endowed to satisfactorily pursue the 
usual academic school programs, and so meet defeat and develop a 
feeling of frustration in- their attempt to do the work. These 
children can often do very creditable work with their hands. 
Central School needs room for such courses as manual training 
and instruction in home making that will not only help to meet 
the needs of these children, but will also be interesting and bene- 
ficial to the children who find the usual school work less difficult. . 

Children are a town’s greatest resources. The children in 
the schools today are the potential homemakers and men and 
women who will be engaged in the various occupations and busi- 
nesses of a few years from now. They will be the town’s future 
leaders. Statistics prove that the level of income in towns and 
cities rises directly in proportion to the increase in educational 
opportunities offered. 

Educational opportunities for the Putney children can be 
greatly improved when more room is provided. When this is - 
done the work can be better organized to meet the needs of 
modern living.

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REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 1947 


Our fire house and equipment is the most complete of any 
time since we started developing this department back in 1922. 
The cement floor is now completed in the fire house. Two 
stationary 500-gallon pumpers purchased last year from the 
government have been installed and attached to our hydrant 
line. A front end 500-gallon pump has been installed on the 
chevrolet panel truck owned by the department. Three thou- 
sand feet of hose, ten nozzles of various sizes and other small 
equipment necessary in fighting any large fire in the village are 
on hand at all times for immediate use. Raincoats and boots 
owned by the company for the hosemen are now kept in the fire 
house. Each hydrant is shoveled out after every snow storm 
or when they are buried by the state or the town snowplows. 
Every effort is being made to keep this department the best and 
most efficient of any of the small towns in the county. We have 
answered one public alarm and fifteen stillalarms during the past 
year. Under the head of thé fire warden department we have 
answered one large grass fire and three small ones. The long 
dry season last fall created an unusual risk for the wardens this 
past year.

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YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Town, State, and Federal Funds make it possible for residents 
of Putney to join with the people of many other towns and vil- 
lages of various sections of the nation in enjoying the advantages 
and protection of the Public Health Nursing Program. 

The tax funds used in supporting Public Health Nursing 
Services are derived in the following manner: 10 %is appropri- 
ated from twon funds; 28% from the State of Vermont; while 
the remaining 62% is derived from Federal funds. 

With the current national shortage of nurses, the Public Health 
Nursing Program is severely handicapped today by the many 
difficulties encountered in procuring a sufficient number of prop- 
erly qualified nurses who are capable of assuming duties and 
responsibilities that the average nurse is not especially trained 
to handle. 

The responsibility of your public health nurse, Mrs. Della 
Lahar, R. N., is determined by the health needs of the town and 
the money available for carrying on the work. It may include 
the following activities: assisting expectant mothers to carry 
out their physician’s instructions for good prenatal care; care of 
the new mother and baby; health supervision of the infant, 
preschool, school child, and adult, including the prevention and 
control of disease, and aiding in the correction of defects. These 
are just a few of the services made possible by your public health 
nurse. 

Following is a summarization of the services of the public 
health nurse from December 1, 1946 to December 1, 1947.

problems of their children. 
Communicable Disease Preventive Measures:

The newly established Department of Social Welfare ad- 
ministers programs formerly administered by the Department of 
Public Welfare and the Old Age Assistance Commission.
